Cieiilus and Insanity 


Some one has said that genius ih 


a capacity for taking Infinite pains 
but genius ii uimply a certain type 
of abnormal uiind, a certain typo of 
insanity. 


The greatest military genius the 


world has known was an epileptic 
And not only was Napoleon an epi- 
leptic, but Caesar, too, suffered from 
the same cerebal disorder. 
More- 


over, we are told that Oliver Crom- 
well's big brain was found post mor- 
tem to be diseased. 
In music 
we 


meet with instances of obvious In- 
sanity all the way from "Blind Tom" 
to that most exquUHo of 
modern 


masters, Edward McDowell.. Robert 
Schumann's fatal madness la another 
example, and the curious behavior 
of Chopin and Wagner Is suggestive. 
In literature are the cntcs of Mau- 
passant, the supicmc master of the 
short story, who became hopelessly 
mad, Oscar Wilde, the morbidly sen- 
sitive Keats, the youthful suicide, 
Chatterton, and Nletzstbel who, af- 
ter each of his books was written, 
spent a while in the asylum. Then 
there is the legion of inventors who 
nave gone crazy over their Inven- 
tions. 


If genius were the product of nor- 


mal, or nearly normal, brains, we al! 
would be geniuses 
But genius is tbe 


product of abnormal brains, certain 
parts of which are highly developed 
at the expense of other parts, and 
at the expense of mental balance 
So 


general has become the recognition 
of 
the abnormality 
of 
one-sided 


mental endowments that we apeak of 
the eccentric person as a "queer gen- 
ius," and It Is an uncertain compli- 
ment to he called a genius at all. 


The tendency of men of exception- 


al faculties to indulge in alcohol and 
narcotics Is further evidence of the 
degenerate nature of genius. Wit- 
ness Foe and De Quincey. 


Precocius children are victims of 


unstable nervout systems, and where 
one rises to 
eminence and great 


achievement, IT.enty go mad or fall 
nto evil ways. 
Precocius little fel- 


lows, then, need special care, and 
ihould be shielded from mental ten- 
sion and physical strain as much as 
possible. 


It is a pior rule, w» say, which 


has no exception, and Shakespeare 
would seem to have been the shining 
saving exception In the case of genius 
and insanity. 
Btit who knows how 


the great bard was? There are 


some rather ugly tales concerning 
his earlier, days. Maybe after all, he 
was lust a common crazy genius af- 
ter ail. 


Anyhow, it's mighty comfortable 


not to be a genius.
